Mayor confirms new restaurant potentially 
looking to expand to Elba in early Spring

‘During the Elba City 
Council meeting held 
Monday night, Jan. 11, 
Mayor Tom Maddox said 
rumors continue to circu- 
late around the city regard- 
ing Annie’s [an Enterprise- 
based restaurant] opening a 
location in Elba. 

The mayor confirmed 
that is still a work in prog- 
ress and said he had a lunch 
planned to discuss it further 
with the owners. 

“Tf the wheels don’t come 
off the bus, maybe [the res- 
taurant] will open in early 
Spring,” Maddox said. 

The mayor also informed 
council members of a poten- 
tial. task force being put 
together to look into getting 
more providers on board for 
the county to administer the 
COVID-19 vaccine to citi- 
zens. He said there are some 
requirements to be met in 
order to be able to admin- 
ister the vaccine, adding a 
meeting was scheduled for 
late last week to discuss this

option further. 

Also, during the meeting, 
the mayor said there would 
need to be a meeting soon 
to “discuss water and sewer 
rates” for the city. He did 
not have a timeframe set for 
this meeting, but he said he 
just wanted to mention it to 
council members so they 
could be ready when the 
time does arrive. 

Fire chief Drew Parker 
addressed the council dur- 
ing the meeting to discuss a 
matter that could potentially 
generate more revenue for 
the fire department. 

“I’m here tonight to speak 
on the possibility of enter- 
ing into a third party con- 
tract about doing some fire 
department cost recovery,” 
Parker said. 

The chief said there is 
actually cost built into 
insurance policies for a 
certain amount to be reim- 
bursed to fire departments 
for expenses incurred when 
the department responds 
to an incident. He said he

recovery company for the department. Parker said the 
company would collect funds potentially due to the depart- 
ment for expenses incurred responding to fires/wrecks, etc.

of this cost recovery, on a 
small scale, for the depart- 


,ment in the past; however, 


he said there is much more 
potentially available to the 
department that his time 
did not allow for the neces- 
sary research, etc. to get the 
monies. 

Parker said there are 
companies that specialize in 
these matters, and he had 
located one that would do 
the research and recover the 
monies for the department. 
He said this company would 
pull the information needed 
from the fire department’s 


record management system, — 
- and then would begin work- 


ing on the recovery process 
for the funds. 

“They would give us a 
step-by-step update on 
the process,” Parker said. 
“From the billing to when 
the monies are collected, 
and payment is made to the 
department.” 

Parker said he had 
checked with some other 
departments utilizing this 
company’s services, and he 
said they all seem to be 
pleased with the return the 
program provides them. 

In order to proceed with 
the. company, Chief Parker 
said the city would need 
to pass an ordinance for 
the services. He presented 
a suggested ordinance to 
the council for review, to 
include a review by legal 
counsel, prior to voting on 
the matter. 

Parker said the compa- 
ny had peeked at the Elba 
department’s past incident 
response records, and he 


' said representatives of the 


recovery company said they 
felt they could get up to 
$30,000 annually in recov- 
ery costs for the fire depart- 
ment. 2 

Parker said the addition- 
al funds, whatever can be 
recovered, would be anoth- 
er way to keep the depart- 
ment’s equipment up-to-

ADPH reports over 6,000 deaths in Alabama 
attributed to COVID-19 as of mid-January 2021 


The Alabama Department 
of Public Health (ADPH) 
reported Friday, Jan. 15, 
there had been 417,528 
cases and 6,030 deaths due 
to COVID-19 in Alabama 
since tracking of the illness 


began in March 2020. 

As of last Friday, 130,394 
doses of COVID-19 vaccine 
had been administered in 
Alabama. A total of 370,575 
doses of the 640,150 doses 
allocated to Alabama had 


Increase in COVID-19 cases forced 
grades 7-12 at Zion Chapel to move 
to one-week virtual instruction setting. 


A dramatic increase in 
the number of COVID-19 
cases within the Coffee 
County School System 
forced administrators last 
week to place grades 7-12 
at Zion Chapel on a one- 
week virtual instruction 
setting. 

“The total number of 
cases since returning to 
school on Wednesday, 
Jan. 6, now stands at 34 
[for the entire system],” 
superintendent Kevin 
Killingsworth said earlier 
this week. “This total is 
nearly triple any previous 
week since the start of 
school on August 10.” 

Killingsworth’s COVID- 
19 briefing was released 


Wednesday, Jan. 13, and at 


that time, he said Kinston 
School had two faculty 


| cases, New Brockton High 


School had four student 
cases and one faculty case, 


| New Brockton Elementary 


School had two student 


cases, and Zion Chapel 


School had 19 student 


| cases and six faculty cases. 


“The majority of these 
cases at Zion Chapel 
are in grades 7-12,” 
Killingsworth said. “Due 
to the sharp increase in 
positive cases and high 
number of quarantines, 
the decision was made to 
go to virtual instruction 
at Zion Chapel begin- 
ning Tuesday, Jan. 12, 
through Wednesday, Jan. 
20, in grades 7-12 [at Zion 
Chapel].” 

Killingsworth said the 
schools would continue 
to do their best to keep 
students and faculty safe, 
but that it was vital for 
students and faculty exhib- 
iting symptoms or having 
been exposed to a known 
positive case to follow 
quarantine guidelines. 

“We need people to pay 
attention to our non-phar- 
maceutical intervention 
— wear mask, wash hands, 
social distance,” Coffee 
County EMA director

been delivered. 

The federal government 
has not delivered some allo- 
cated doses to Alabama. 
ADPH does not concur with 
data recently released by the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDC) rank- 
ing Alabama near the bot- 
tom in vaccine administra- 
tion, state ADPH officials 
said. 

ADPH, as part of its ongo- 
ing review of vaccine data, 
determined that some enti- 
ties did not report complete 
information which meant 
that some doses adminis- 
tered were not included in 
CDC numbers. This issue 
has been corrected, and pro- 
viders are reminded that all 
doses of COVID-19° vac- 
cine must be recorded in the 
system within 24 hours of 
administration. 

On Monday, Jan. 18, 
ADPH began vaccination 
of individuals age 75 and 
older, law enforcement offi- 
cers and firefighters in addi- 
tion to healthcare workers at 
county health departments 
by appointment statewide. 
Because COVID-19 vac- 
cine administration is a pri- 
ority, ADPH will be limit- 
ing or reducing other public 
health services at county 
health departments for the 
foreseeable future in order 
to have enough providers to 
administer every available 
dose of COVID-19 vaccine. 

ADPH appreciates the 
patience of all citizens dur- 
ing this time, especially 
with concerns about lack of 
expected COVID-19 vac- 
cine and decreased access. 
The demand for vaccine 
continues to greatly exceed 
supply as Alabama has more 
than 326,000 healthcare 
workers and nearly 350,000 
people who now qualify for 
a vaccine because they are 
75 years old and older.

In our thinking hypocrisy is insulting to the intelligence 
of all who are listening and/or observing the verbal banner 
and the conflicting actions: Yet lots of folks, especially 
politicians, practice it daily. Our thinking is that they do it 
to win elections. It is worse in today’s world than it was a 
hundred years ago. In today’s world they have pollsters to 

. tell them exactly what the voters want to hear and boom 
we have another case of full-blown hypocrisy from both 
the ultimate winner and the also ran candidates.

About 40% of NniHeans will be diagnosed with cancer 
in their lifetime, and the risk increases with age.

What Does Grief Look Like? 

Grief takes on many different forms for different people and in 

different circumstances. These are just a few ways grief shows itself. 
Apathy. For some who recently lost someone they were not close 
to or even were in a not ideal relationship with, the grief associated 
with such a loss may be more apathetic than anything else. You or the 
person who recently experienced the loss may seem quiet, somewhat 
withdrawn. They may seem like things are fine but it may simply be 
that they are processing the grief more internally. Just because they 
are not grieving outwardly does not mean they do not feel the pain of 
loss in their own way. 
Anger. The bereaved may feel angry that their loved one has left 
them, They may feel anger towards those trying to help them; they 
may feel the efforts of their friends and family are not enough.

These faiths preach that 
death is not the end and a lost loved one is perpetually cared for without 
suffering in a better place. For some, the loss of a loved one is not a 
sad one, but a matter of comfort and joy at the end of physical suffering. 

Grief does not always present itself as the sadness and crying many 
think characterizes what loss looks like. There are some that don't 
shed a single tear during the bereavement process. Everyone grieves 
differently and knowing some of the ways grief shows itself can help 
you or those you love better work through their loss.

Yeats ago I had the privilege of working as a remote 
paramedic for a cardiovascular surgeon by the name of 
Bruce Wilkerson.

6: 18 we are told — “Lwill be a Father to you, and you shall 


So you see; we might all have different responsibilities 
in life and the church, but that is “what we do” and not 
“who we are.” I bring this up to make a distinction that 
many seem to be confused about. How many times in our 
churches do we see that the pastor is responsible for all 
visitations or the deacons are responsible for all business 
matters?
